SCREEN legend Sir Michael Caine 
was in Shepway this week, filming a 
ghost story set for release this year. 

The Zulu and Italian Job star is playing the 
part of an ageing magician in Is There Anybody 
There? - the story of a boy who is haunted by 
ghosts of the elderly people he befriends. 

The family comedy is being shot at studios in 
London, but on Monday and Tuesday Folkestone 
doubled for the Yorkshire town of Hull in 1986. 

Filming took place at the town’s main railway 
station; St Peter’s School, which was chosen for 
its seaside location; and along the coast road 
between Folkestone and Hythe. 

Sir Michael was filmed running in front of a 
blue Ford Cortina as he rushed for a train with 
child co-star Bill Milner. 

Dressed in a distinctive Russian-style hat, he 
chatted happily to the extras recruited locally - 
losing his cool only when his on-set chair broke 
and telling an assistant: “That’s been happening 
all the time. The chair’s rubbish”. 

The film also features Cape Wrath star David 
Morrissey and Shameless actress Ann-Marie 
Duff in the role of the child’s parents. 

Veteran screen stars Peter Vaughan, Sylvia 
Sims, Thelma Barlow and Leslie Phillips also all 
have prominent roles. 

Sir Michael said: “I’m doing a movie called Is 
There Anybody There?, which is about a little boy 
who lives in an old people’s home and he keeps 
making friends. Of course, every time he makes a 
friend the people die. 

“So he gets a camera and a tape recorder looking 
for their ghosts. And a very old magician comes in

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Water rates 
to increase

FOLKESTONE and Dover 
Water Company is plan¬ 
ning to raise water prices in 
Shepway. 

Launching a consultation on water 
supply over the next 25 years, the 
company proposes most customers 
should be billed by meter by 2012. 

However, the strategic direction 
statement that accompanies the con¬ 
sultation document states that “any 
charging structure will inevitably 
create hardship for some customers”. 

The document proposes that 
because of the social implications of 
debt and the essential nature of 
water, “there is a role for government 
to deal with this through social ben¬ 
efits and taxation”. 

“Legislative change is required to 
provide companies with recourse to 
tolls such as trickle flow meters and 
prepayment meters,” the document 
states. “This would help us ensure 
customers that can pay do so.” 

The meter system would counter the 
growing numbers of unpaid bills, 
according to the report. 

“There are two groups of customers 
here; those who choose not to pay 
and those who genuinely cannot 
afford to pay” it says. 

The company believes the propos¬ 
als would also lead to customers 
using less water as the new prices 
would “reflect the true costs of water 
supply to customers”. 

“This will require the development 
and introduction of new charging 
structures that consider the health 
and wellbeing of the customers and 
reflect the increasing environmental 
cost that our demand for water has.” 

The consultation document propos¬ 
es extending the water meter 
scheme to as many customers as pos¬ 
sible by 2012. 

At present customers who do not 
have a meter are charged on the 
rateable value of their property. 

The company claims the metering 
system provides a more accurate 
measurement of water consumed. 

“For our charges to be fair and sus¬ 
tainable in the future they should 
reflect the true cost of water supply 
to customers,” states the consulta¬ 
tion document. ‘We believe that all 
customers should pay for water

based on the amount that they use.” 

David Walton, managing director of 
the Folkestone and Dover Water 
Company, says changes are necessary. 

“To cope with global warming and an 
ever-growing population we have to 
regularly review and update our busi¬ 
ness and operational plans,” he said. 

‘We live in one of the driest areas 
on the country and we have to rely 
on underground water sources, 
mainly in chalk and gravel aquifers.” 
He added: ‘We need to ensure that 
we have a secure supply and must 
also build in a safety factor to take us 
through the difficult times.” 

Mr Walton also said the company 
would consider any proposals to 
improve services. 

“For example the company has an 
excellent record on leakage and is 
now well ahead of leakage reduction 
targets,” he said, “but we need to go 
further and ask how far ultimately we 
can bring down leakage and how cost- 
effective this will be for customers.” 

Mr Walton added that the com¬ 
pany was contemplating recycling 
water supplies. 

‘We have to look at the reuse and 
recycling of water” he said. “Can we 
use grey water economically, and how 
would that compare against desalina¬ 
tion? These are just some of the deci¬ 
sions we have to keep under review.”

FILM-LOVERS are flocking to the 
Dungeness home of cult movie¬ 
maker Derek Jarman as his punk 
masterpiece Jubilee celebrates its 
30th anniversary. 

Prospect Cottage - famous for its sculpture- 
strewn shingle garden - has always attracted 
tourists, but the film’s DVD release has seen 
the number of visitors swell. 

Mr Jarman died in 1994 after contracting an 
Aids-related illness. 

Neighbours say camera-bearing tourists are 
becoming an ever-more frequent site along the 
coast road which leads across Romney Marsh to 
the gates of Dungeness nuclear power station. 

Keith Collins, Mr Jarman’s former partner, 
lives at the address. He believes the film stands 
the test of time because of its groundbreaking 
fractured narrative. 

“If Quentin Tarantino remade Jubilee today, it 
would be considered his masterwork,” he said. 

“I think people are still interested in the films 
because they are still on telly. There were a lot 
of great films made at the time that Derek was 
making his movies which have been lost 
because they weren’t bought up by Channel 4.” 

That the films are still shown on Film4 and 
Channel 4 means there is a continued interest 
in Derek Jarman’s work. 

Jubilee - which took a caustic look at the cele¬ 
brations surrounding the Queen’s Silver Jubilee 
in 1977 and painted a picture of a desolate 
Britain in the midst of the punk rock explosion 


- is widely regarded as among his finest efforts. 

It starred punk model Jordan in the role of 
Amyl Nitrate, with 70s rock stars Toyah Wilcox 
and Adam Ant also appearing on screen. 

“That [TV exposure] does kindle the interest 
a lot,” said Mr Collins. “But also because they 
are great films, they are very much commen¬ 
taries on their time. 

“You look at Jubilee and it is making a com¬ 
ment on 1977, like a historical record. 

“It is good the films are being released on DVD 


as it is hard to get a good print of them now 

Dungeness is a fascinating location, said Mr 
Collins. “It’s a wonderful place to live - after liv¬ 
ing here a couple of years, I can see why Derek 
found it so peaceful. 

“He found it a well spring of inspiration. 

“He thought of the power station as the emer¬ 
ald palace, all lit up at night, reminding you 
that, even though you have this amazing 
starscape, somewhere there is a city, there is 
something else going on.” 


Memorial 
money stolen 

THIEVES who crowbarred open a don¬ 
ation box at the Battle of Britain memor¬ 
ial have outraged volunteers. 

The crooks prized open the money box 
at the national monument to the heroes 
of Fighter Command at Capel-le-Ferne - 
and made off with just £20. 

The cash collected each day is vital to 
the upkeep of the memorial, which 
includes a sculpture of a pilot looking out 
to sea, a replica Spitfire and Hurricane 
and a wall listing the names of aircrew 
who took part in the battle which saw the 
RAF defeat Hitler’s Luftwaffe in 1940. 

Trustee Bernard Hyde said: “To come 
along and steal money given by generous 
people makes me feel sick. 

“There is a word I don’t like using 
called ‘gutted’ - but I was absolutely sick 
like all the other volunteers. 

“The whole site was built on donations, 
so without that money we wouldn’t be 
able to have the volunteers come along, 
the grass cut, the painting, the electrici¬ 
ty, the water - we would just have to fold. 

“The money is vital - we need every 
penny.”

the mischief butted van man 


POLICE this week launched a 
campaign to combat anti-social 
behaviour in the run-up to 
Halloween and Bonfire Night. 

The Safer Autumn drive has 
been brought in across Shepway as 
statistics show this is a time of year 
when low-level crime rises. 

Patrols will be deployed to main¬ 
tain a high level of visibility, espe¬ 
cially in areas that have been iden¬ 
tified as having more reported inci¬ 
dents. 

Neighbourhood policing officers 
and police community support offi¬ 
cers are supporting the Safer 
Autumn campaign by visiting 
schools to encourage youngsters to 
enjoy a safe and sensible autumn. 

They have distributed leaflets 
that explain how some residents 
can be worried about trick-or-treat 
callers and that their right to live 
without fear should be respected. 

The other side of the leaflet is 
designed to be displayed by people 
who do not want trick-or-treat 
callers. 

These leaflets can be downloaded 
from the Kent Police website, 
www.kent.police.uk, or obtained 
from police stations, and have 
proved popular in previous years. 


A FORMER merchant seaman was 
fined £250 and ordered to pay £100 
compensation after he admitted 
headbutting a van driver in a road 
rage incident. 

Arthur Smith, of Wood Cottage 
Lane, Cheriton, pleaded guilty to an 
assault charge at Folkestone magis¬ 
trates on Wednesday. 

The court heard he exchanged 
blows with Raymond Webb in a 
Folkestone car park after he felt the 
van driver had put his life in danger 
by driving dangerously. 

Smith, 63, who now works as a 
waste environmental officer in 
London, had earlier pleaded not 
guilty to the offence but subsequent¬ 
ly changed his plea. 

Alison Gurden, prosecuting, said: 
“This is what is known as a road 
rage incident.” 

She said the altercation followed 
an incident on a roundabout which 
led to a confrontation when both 
men left their vehicles. 

Ms Gurden said: “They both got out 
and Mr Smith was heard to say ‘Do 
you know you just nearly killed me?’.” 

Punches were exchanged before 
Smith headbutted his victim, who 
kicked him three times in the legs. 


An examination of Mr Webb by a 
doctor showed swelling to his nose 
over the bridge and some internal 
injuries to nasal passages. 

Charles Medlicott for the defence 
said Smith had been driving since 
1962 and never even received a 
parking ticket. 

“This is a serious and sad case,” he 
told the court. 

“Mr Smith was out shopping in 
Folkestone when he went to over¬ 
take a parked articulated lorry when 
a van driven by Mr Webb shot off the 
roundabout at high speed. 

Confrontation 

“It was a very, very near miss. Mr 
Smith was so enraged he followed 
the van and said he just wanted an 
apology. 

“But when the confrontation 
occurred he felt he was going to be 
attacked.” 

Magistrates imposed the fine and 
compensation order, along with £150 
costs, as chair of the bench Zoe Lash 
said they took into account Smith’s 
previous good character and the fact 
that he worked long hours, so a com¬ 
munity penalty would have been a 
harsher punishment.

'Future is rosy' for 
the creative quarter 


ROGER DE HAAN has clarified his 
plans for Folkestone. 

The philanthropist billionaire and Creative 
Foundation director was at an open evening in 
the hollowed-out shell of Kathmandu nightclub 
to talk about the objectives of the foundation. 

Speaking to Yourshepway before giving his 
speech to supporters, Mr De Haan displayed an 
assured confidence about Folkestone’s prospects. 

“I think the future is rosy,” he said. “There’s 
the high-speed train service that’s going to 
start operating here in December 2009.1 think 
that by then we will have created a really 
vibrant artists’ quarter here by the harbour.” 

Mr De Haan was proud to point out the new 
shops and artists’ studios that have opened in 
the creative quarter. 

“There has been a significant increase in the 
places that have opened, so we’re here to 
celebrate that and to explain to our followers 
how we are getting on with our regeneration 
strategy,” he said.

Mr De Haan believes the arts are one of the 
key factors in the regeneration of the town. 

“I think the arts scene is really changing,” he 
said. “Our plan is to have a whole year’s pro¬ 
gramme of really top-rate art festivals in 
Folkestone which should brighten the lives of 
those of us who live and work here, and that 
will attract visitors to the town.” 

In his speech to supporters of the Creative 
Foundation, Mr De Haan said he was delighted 
by the creation of the Folkestone City Academy, 
which replaced the old Channel School. 

“I visit it almost every day and it has got off 
to a fabulous start,” he said. “It is calm and 
there is a great atmosphere there. The morale 
between the staff and the pupils is very high. 

‘We have attracted some quite wonderful 
teachers, some of the best maths and science 
teachers in the county 

“The university centre is now open and every¬ 


body is confident that it will go from strength to 
strength - and of course it is here in the heart 
of the creative quarter.” 

Mr De Haan assessed the regeneration in the 
area around Tontine Street. 

‘We now have ownership of between 70 to 80 
buildings and 15 to 20 per cent of those we have 
refurbished. 

“A lot of the other buildings are in production, 
and it’s a hell of a challenge as the owners have 
for decades come across a problem and hidden 
it behind a false ceiling or a false wall.” 

Some of the buildings would need to be struc¬ 
turally rebuilt, said Mr De Haan, “but we are 
trying to refurbish them to a high standard”. 

Having quality buildings is seen as crucial to 
regenerating the town. 

‘We want to bring them back to economic use,” 
said Mr De Haan. 

“Our mission is to own the buildings and con¬ 
trol the rents, to try to keep them affordable for 
people in the creative industries.”

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Fraud gang 
may have 
your cards 



WERE YOU HERE? Customers of the Palmarsh garage in August and September need to check for irregularities 


HUNDREDS of bank and credit 
card may have been cloned by 
fraudsters at a garage. 

Motorists who used their cards at the Jet 
garage in Palmarsh, near Hythe, are being 
urged by police to check if their cards have 
been used by criminals. 

Officers believe customers who used their 
cards at the garage in August and September 
may be at risk. 

Police spokesman Detective Sergeant 
Chris Gurney said: if We are working with the 
banks to investigate this and would advise 
anyone, if they think they have been a victim 
of card fraud, to report it to their bank. 

“I appreciate this may cause some alarm 
but would like to point out the cloning at this 
garage took place between August 31 and 
September 14 and does not appear to have 
happened since then.” 

The cards may have been cloned by the 
process of skimming, in which the data on 
the magnetic strip is transferred to a blank 
card. The skimmed card can then be used 
like a genuine card. 

Skimmed cards have been linked to inter¬ 
national organised crime and can be used 
across the world.

Skimming is estimated to net criminals 
some £100 million a year in the UK alone, 
according to the Association for Payment 
Clearing Services. 

ConocoPhillips owns the Jet brand of petrol. 
A spokesman said: “While ConocoPhillips 
does not own or operate Palmarsh service 
station, we take allegations of card fraud at 
Jet-branded sites extremely seriously. 

‘We are co-operating fully with the police 
in their efforts to apprehend and prosecute 
any individuals concerned. Appropriate 
action will be taken if the allegations are 
substantiated.” 

The manager of the Palmarsh garage, Mr 
Arun, refused to comment to Yourshepway 
about the reported card cloning. 

Cardholders can stop card fraud with a few 
simple steps. People should never let their 
cards be taken out of sight as skimming can 
take just a few seconds. 

All receipts and paperwork should be 
shredded, as criminals build up a complete 
profile of the card just using a receipt. 

If you suspect your card has been cloned, 
call your bank and have the card cancelled. 


Egrets, they've got a 
few at RSPB reserve 

A MERE 20-odd years ago the little egret was 
a rarity in this country, but the species has 
enjoyed an astonishing expansion in range as 
it has pushed north from southern Europe. 

This remarkable footage of it fishing was 
taken at Dungeness RSPB reserve, ironically a 
site whose astonishing range of wildlife is hard¬ 
ly likely to benefit from a three-pronged assault 
on Romney Marsh. Proposed Lydd airport 
expansion, a third Dungeness nuclear power 
station and a wind farm near Cheyne Court all 
loom on this starkly beautiful horizon.

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Prison is home from home 
for serial offender Mapp 


JAIL is just like a second home for serial 
offender Mark Mapp, 49, because he was 
born in one. 

So when Folkestone magistrates jailed him 
for the 47th time since 1970 it wasn’t any¬ 
thing new to him. 

Mapp, of London Road, Dover, was given 
three months in prison for stealing a bottle of 
Oil of Olay from the Boots store in Biggin 
Street. 

Rocco Maranaccio, defending him, outlined 
the whole sorry tale in trying, but failing, to 
keep Mapp out of prison. 

He said: “My client was born in Holloway 
prison and then put into care. From the age 
of 12 he has been from detention centre, into 
borstal and then on to adult prison. 

“All through his life he has been through a 
continuous cycle of prison and freedom. 

“All his crimes are acquisitive. There has 
been little attempt at rehabilitation. 

“Maybe you can’t teach an old dog new 
tricks, but surely somebody can help him 
break this cycle of offending.”

The Remembrance Day 
perfume thief sentenced 

WHILE shoppers and security staff were 
observing the two minutes’ silence to remem¬ 
ber Britain’s war dead on November 11 last 
year, John Guest was stealing perfume from 
Boots in Folkestone. 

Guest, 28, of St Michael’s Street, Folkestone, 
was seen by a store detective stashing three 
boxes worth £91 beneath a rubbish bin in a 
nearby car park.

Because Guest is currently serving a 14- 
month sentence for assault, magistrates gave 
him a nine-month conditional discharge.

Q Why do you want to be the MP for Folkestone and 
Hythe? 

A I never wish to see this great country of 
ours governed again by a Conservative 
government in my lifetime. During 18 years of 
Tory rule we witnessed more than three mil¬ 
lion unemployed, mortgage rates topping 16 
per cent, the inequitable poll tax and its riots 
and pensioner poverty.

Q Labour has traditionally trailed the Conservatives and 
the Liberal Democrats in Folkestone and Hythe - why do 
you think you can buck the trend? 

A I certainly don’t take winning the election 
for granted, but then neither should the 
Tories. History is full of underdogs achieving 
unexpected victories. My guiding philosophy 
in life has always been a naval one "You can’t 
launch a ship without making waves... so 
make waves’. I intend to do just that with my 
efforts, with those of my party members, and 
with the policies I shall put before the elec¬ 
torate. I am under no illusion that to overturn

INVICTA FM presenter Ali Wheel¬ 
er has been given a spicy grilling 
by Jeremy Kyle, one of the coun¬ 
try’s toughest talk show hosts. 

Kyle now has his own slot on Invicta FM - 
the first was broadcast on Saturday - and he 
celebrated by giving Ali and co-host Janies 
Heming a taste of the full-on style which has 
made his TV show so popular. 

Kyle’s show on ITV1 is one of the nation’s 
most popular, dealing with family and rela¬ 
tionship issues, and bringing all parties 
together on screen - often with some explosive 
results. 

He also looks at the everyday issues which 
affect our lives - and has won a clutch of 
awards for his way of resolving problems. 

The 42-year-old presenter asked Ali: “Is it 
true your husband sleeps in another room dur¬ 
ing the week. 

“Look at me, tell me.” 

Ali - who has confessed to being such a fan 
that she tapes Kyle’s show when she can’t see 
it live, said: “We sleep separately.

She said: “You shout at people, give them a 
roasting, then say ‘Get off my stage!’. I go weak 
at the knees when you say that.” 

Ali added she was “slightly star-struck” at 
meeting Kyle and asked him: ‘What’s one 
thing that’s really shocked you?” 

Kyle replied: “I can’t answer that. This year 
there has been lots of talk about people getting 
angry during the show. 

“But we try to help - for some people there is 
no counselling available to them and we act as 
a kind of last resort. 

“But earlier this year we went to Kent to 
work with kids under the age of five - all of 
them have Aids and all of them are going to 
die.

War vets help to launch

After the presentation all civic and mili¬ 
tary guests will buy poppies to get the fund¬ 
raising rolling. 

A rising number of ex-servicemen and 
women who have fallen on hard times have 
needed to approach the legion for help. 

Last year alone the legion in Kent helped 
more than 500 people and this year the 
number has already reached 650. 

A spokesman said: “The need for the 
legion’s support is constantly growing, so 
the Poppy Appeal is as important now as it 
ever has been.” 

Tired drivers asking to be 
stopped by traffic police 

SHATTERED foreign lorry drivers are ask¬ 
ing police to arrest them so they can get 
food and sleep. 

The revelations have come from the 
National Roads Policing Intelligence 
Forum, which monitors traffic nationwide. 

Officers said the drivers dial 999 and tell 
them their location and registration. They 
then ask to be taken off the road as they feel 
they pose a danger to other road users. 

Kent’s two main highways - the M2 and 
M20 - are among the most used by Contin¬ 
ental haulage companies, many of whom 
are willing to overwork drivers and care lit¬ 
tle about safety concerns.

Firstly, while I think people 
should complain strongly about 
KCC’s rushing the museum 
changes through, perhaps the 
answer is to keep the 19th- 
century and 20th-century 
exhibits at the library along with 
full public access, but then 
transfer the remaining 
collections intact to another 
building. 

I suggest, for instance, the now 
closed but nearby Rendevous 
Club, where there may be 
enough space to display much of 
the remaining exhibits and 
provide for new finds.

Andrew Motion talks about his life as the 
Poet Laureate and the personal exploration 
he undertook in compiling his memoirs 


HAVING a way with words 
is certainly helpful when 
trying to explain the role of 
the Poet Laureate. 

Andrew Motion has held the title 
for more than eight years, yet still 
finds himself explaining the ancient 
role to both adults and children alike. 

“It’s a peculiar position and I try to 
shed light on it,” he said. “I see myself 
as something of an ambassador for 
poetry - not just for my own work, 
but for the provision that is made for 
poetry in schools.” 

Audiences will have the chance to 
ask Motion about his appointment 
when he comes to Tunbridge Wells 
next month. 

An Evening With Andrew Motion 
will feature readings of poems both 
old and new, as well as extracts from 
his latest book, In The Blood: A 
Memoir of My Childhood. 

His youth was coloured by a 
tragedy that is touched upon a great 
deal in his memoir. 

Born in London in 1952, Motion 
started writing at the age of 16, a 
time he describes as “the usual age” 
when people tend to start exploring 
their deepest emotions. But he had

more to explore than most, when his 
mother suffered a terrible riding 
accident and fell into a 10 -year coma. 

Despite the wealth of material 
available to him through memories 
and anecdotes, the poet found In The 
Blood to be one of his most difficult 
projects. But he believes the episodic 
nature of poetry can help people tap 
into, and deal with, some experiences 
concisely. 

He said: “Poetry can help because 
people see it as a hotline to their 
strongest emotions. 

“There’s a lot about my mother’s 
accident in the memoir. There’s a 
sense that it’s an inexhaustible 
subject and sometimes it seeps into 
other things, things that might not 
have anything to do with it.” 

In his high-profile role as Poet 
Laureate, Motion is entrusted with 
recording the nation’s mood for 
posterity - a daunting task, even for 
the professor of creative writing at 
Royal Holloway, University of London. 


He said: “A lot of commissioned 
work is very difficult because you 
have to triangulate your own feelings 
about things with the public 
perception of them. 

“I feel a lot more under scrutiny 
when writing as the Poet Laureate 
and it has a different readership to 
my other work. 

“If it’s about a public or royal event 
then my poems are part of the news 
story at the time. I feel it needs to 
connect with people, but I do have a 
feeling of responsibility, especially 
when writing about a royal event.” 

He is aware that the Royal Family 
might not enjoy the same popularity 
it did many years ago, but still 
believes that poems about royalty 
can be meaningful for the country as 
a whole. 

“There are a lot of republicans who 
will not find it very interesting, but 
otherwise I feel a duty to encapsulate 
what the public are feeling,” he said. 
“I think I have to approach each 
issue as an individual, with the hope 
that it will find a wider echo.”

IT was, for one brief but despairing 
moment, as wretched a start to a 
holiday as you could imagine. 

The drive south-west from Dunkerque had 
been getting progressively gloomier until, by 
the time of our arrival in Normandy, the 
rain was heavy and the August temperature 
chillingly and depressingly low. 

Worse, our gite was empty, the shutters were 
down, we had no key - and the holiday looked 
over before it had begun. 

Cue some of the Norman hospitality and 
friendliness that was to be such a feature of 
the forthcoming week. The problems in com¬ 
munication (our fault) were resolved by the 
neighbours, and within an hour we were 
inside, settled and upbeat if a little sorry that 
we had had to decline an invitation to what 
was clearly a bit of a party next door. 

The warmth of the people was evident 
throughout our week, but sadly it was never 
matched by the weather. The rain was 
replaced occasionally by mere grey skies and 
gloom, but yet, despite the odd dropping of 
spirits, our holiday was delightful. Really! 

We were based near Avranches in Norman¬ 
dy’s La Manche department, which meant we 
were also within easy striking distance of Le- 
Mont Saint-Michel. 

This World Heritage Site is a rocky island 
that hosts a monastery - it is a fantastic-looking 
place and accordingly attracts fantastic num¬ 
bers of people. Too many people, if truth be told.

As we finally reached the quagmire of a car 
park and its battalions of camper-vans, we pon¬ 
dered the reality of traipsing through cobbled 
streets among hundreds if not thousands of 
people in the driving rain with an 11-year-old 
girl who doesn’t like walking and a 19-month- 
old toddler who likes pretty much anything but 
shouldn’t have to put up with such miseries. 

And so an about-turn it was. Thoughts of 
‘When you’ve seen one cobbled street, you’ve 
seen them all” wandered across our minds and 
so we were away to the nearby Cimetiere 
Militaire Allemand, “a unique German mau¬ 
soleum in France”, according to the humph. 

Having the place entirely to ourselves, this 
site at Mont de Huisnes, which holds the 
tombs of 11,956 German soldiers, is a solemn, 
moving place. As one of the inscriptions read, 


nationality means nothing when people are 
dying in battle. It’s perhaps war’s greatest irony. 

And indeed the shadow of World War Two 
still hangs over Normandy, and a visit to one 
of the crux sites from this extraordinary peri¬ 
od of European history was essential. 

We chose Arromanches, the coastal town off 
which the Mulberry B harbour was put into 
place. This wonderful feat of engineering facil¬ 
itated the landing of Allied troops on D-Day, 
and again you realise how poor your know¬ 
ledge of those awful years is. 

You can still see some of the harbour rem¬ 
nants offshore, while one of the highlights of 
the holiday was the visit to the Arromanches 
360 cinema. Here you stand in the middle of a 
‘surround-screen’ that shows film of the D-Day 
landings mixed with more peaceful contemp¬ 
orary scenes. Brilliant. 

But Normandy is very far from a war muse¬ 
um. We also visited Granville, an undeniably 
characterful coastal resort and site of Christian 
Dior’s home. Even the least fashion-conscious 
among us (me) couldn’t resist a ramble through 
its grounds and indeed among some of Dior’s 
most elegant designs in the building itself. 

Our time in Normandy was, as ever, far too 
short. We managed to squeeze in a day among 
the quite beautiful forest of the Normandie- 
Maine National Park, a dip in the swimming 
pool at Villedieu-les-Poeles (if you’re going to 
get wet, you might as well enjoy yourself) and 
a tour around a cider-making operation. 

Travel pieces often finish lamely with an ‘I’ll 
be back’ line. The trouble is, I will be back - if 
only to prove the sun can shine in Normandy. 
Also, purely and simply, I love the place.

THE BBC is launching a revo¬ 
lutionary new online catch-up 
service so viewers need never miss 
their favourite shows again. 

The free iPlayer offers people the chance to 
download a range of programmes across the 
BBC channels on to their computer up to a 
week after transmission. 

This will allow them to watch hit shows like 
Spooks, Strictly Come Dancing and Heroes 
any time they want. 

Its producers say the beauty of the service is 
that viewers will not have to set any 
reminders, programme the Sky+, or insert 
DVDs or videos. 

The only thing you have to do is remember 
the programme has been on up to a week after 
it aired and then get around to watching it in 
the following 30 days. 

Ashley Highfield, director of future media, 
said: “BBC iPlayer is a free catch-up service for 
UK licence fee-payers. 

“Your favourite programmes from all the 
BBC’s network TV channels will be available to 
download over the internet and watch on your 
PC without advertising for up to a week after 
transmission.” 

Once a programme is downloaded, viewers 
will have up to 30 days in which to watch it. 

After this period has expired, the pro¬ 
gramme file deletes itself, creating room for 
your next download. 

The BBC is in discussion with a range of 
potential distribution partners, including 
MSN, telegraph.co.uk, AOL, Tiscali, Yahoo, 
MySpace, Blinkx and Bebo. 

Mr Highfield said: “We are committed to 
making it as easy as possible to use BBC 


iPlayer. Developing a version for Apple Macs 
and Microsoft Vista is absolutely on our 
critical path. We’re also committed to making 
it available on the television screen, which is 
why we are delighted to be working with 
Virgin Media towards a launch on cable later 
this year. We are hopeful that other TV 
platforms will follow soon after.” 

BBC iPlayer is currently being tested for 
technical gremlins, with a live date set for 
December. 

In time, extra features will be added, such as 
streaming on demand, allowing users to watch 
a programme straight away; series stacking, 
which allows users to download episodes from 
selected series retrospectively; and the ability 
to catch up with radio shows you’ve missed. 

The website allows viewers to browse for 
their desired programme in a number of ways 
- by the date it was aired, by category and via 
an A-Z search. 


The only programmes which will not be 
available are those to which the BBC does not 
own the rights, such as sporting events. 

The channels on offer for download are: 
BBC1, BBC2, BBC3, BBC4, CBBC, CBeebies, 
BBC News, BBC News 24 and BBC Parlia¬ 
ment. 

BBC iPlayer can be found at www. 
bbc.co.uk/iplayer. 

The BBC’s terrestrial rivals have launched 
their own versions of iPlayer, with ITV setting 
up Best of ITV, and Channel 4 bringing out 
4oD, Video on Demand. 

Best of ITV draws in viewers with classic 
episodes of Inspector Morse, Prime Suspect and 
Peak Practice, while Channel 4 gives viewers a 
30-day archive and a pre-booking option.

FORMER Environment Secretary 
John Gummer has called for 
affordable housing schemes to be 
abolished to allow more homes to 
be built in Kent. 

The Tory MP was a guest speaker at the 
fourth annual Property Professionals Lunch¬ 
eon hosted by Clive Emson Auctioneers. 

Almost 400 property experts from 
throughout the county listened to the speech 
at the Ramada Hotel in Hollingboume on 
October 11. 

Mr Gummer, 67, spoke passionately about a 
range of topics, including environmental 
housing, the shortfall of housing, and re¬ 
structuring planning and building regulat¬ 
ions. 

He said: (t We have an abiding interest - a 
very English fascination - with property.

‘We get a feeling of comfort and security 
from it, we appreciate the concept of owning 
something of our own, a gratifying feeling. 

“But we are now building fewer houses per 
annum since 1914. There is a shortage, a real 
shortage in all types of houses - full stop. 

“The policy we need is to build homes, not 
restrict them by the dishonourable system of 
affordable housing.” 

The Suffolk Coastal MP stressed that the 
poorest people suffer most from not enough 
homes being built. 

He called for the maximum number of 
homes possible to be built on sites without 
developers having to worry about meeting 
affordable housing requirements. 

Mr Gummer suggested replacing building 
regulations with a system of objective standards 


which also meet environmental needs. He said 
developers should be told to build it to those 
standards or we pull it down. 

With regard to planning laws he added: 
“Those who live on housing estates built after 
1945 should do what they want.” 

He said arbitrators, not planners, should be 
sent in on modern estates to settle 
neighbourhood disputes on home extensions. 

Mr Gummer called for the Government to 
sell off developable sites which they keep in 
case they need them in the future. 

He also called for a government shift 
away from London to take the pressure off the 
South East. 

“If you have a headquarters in England, the 
perception is you need to be in London. 

“If Government relocated to, say, Preston, 
others would follow releasing the pressure on 
the South East. Government needs to be much 
more business-like.”

Anyway, the car’s compact, but raucous 
three-cylinder engine has been re-worked and 
refined. 

The jerky gearbox is much better now when 
accelerating in fully auto mode, even if the 
short wheelbase still allows some pitching 
when the ‘box shifts up, but it is small price 
to pay for the smart’s convenience in stop-start 
town traffic. On the open road, manual selec¬ 
tion is better. 

Interior space is as good as ever; you feel you 
are in something larger, even if there are no 
rear seats. 

It is arranged better and higher quality too - 
no more wobbly dashboard pods. 

There is a proper boot now, with roll-top par¬ 
cel shelf and two-part opening. 

But while the car looks the same, a slight 
increase in length means its predecessor’s 
ability to park nose or tail to the kerb is now a 
stretch too far. 

It’s the perfect city/shopping car though and 
a decent space-saving second car, even if 
prices start at almost £7,000 - the same cash 
buys a decent conventional four-seat supermi¬ 
ni/city car.

AFTER years of failure in this sector, Renault finally hit the mark 
with the Laguna series.
